By the time it finally came to trial the 
whole case fell apart because the eilderly per- 
son that was robbed could not testify because 
he was in a nursing home and completely 
senile. 

The arresting officer had been killed in a

— ving a sentence for another burglary. By thei 
way, conviction on the pending charge I was 
referring to would have made him a three- 
time loser, the kind the jail cell key is thrown
